thar the Duke of Savoy has not only made himfelf Mafter 
of Exiles, making the Garrifon Prifoners of War ; but 
that the Count de la ‘Trinite having taken Sword in 
hand three Rebou'sts in the Valley of St. Martin, has re- 
due’d that Valley to the Obedience of che Duke of Sa- 
voy: That tle Marquis de Andourn hag alfo poflefs'’d 
himlelf of Peroufe and St. Louts, making the Garrifons 
{ting of 500 MéapPrilosers of War. And that Ge- 
neral Rhebiader is attacking Feaeftrelles, and hasalrea- 
dy taken two Polts in its Neighbourhood. That the Let- 
ters from Leghorne Aug. 1c. Advife that the Queen ot 
Spain Landing at Mataro, King Charles went thither 
Incognito to her, and their Majeftics made a folemn 
Entry into Barcelona. That Admiral Leake was pre- 
paring to Sail with 30 Men ot War,and 20 Tranfports 
ro reduce Sardinia to the obedience of King Charles. 
ris advifed f,om the Camp before Lifle Aug. 27. Thar 
che Trenches are now advanc'd within am 100 Paces of 
the Counterfcarp ; and this Morning at 7 a Clock, 70 
annon,20 Mortars, and 16 Hawitzers began to fire on 
the Town, which they hope to be Mafters off in ten 
days; That laft Night all che Enemies Granadiers, 2 
Squadrons and 100 Pioneers madea Salley to retake the 
tortify’d Chappel: That Polt was defended by Lieute- 
nant Moor ot the Duth Guards with 100 Men, which 
Lieutenant with 30 of his Men being wounded, was 
overpower'd and fore’d to retire ; upon which the Prince 
ot Nadfau: Fei eland being then in the Trenches, caufed 2 
Batalljousto advance, leading one of them himfelf, & at- 
tack the Enemy, who were foon oblig’d to retire to the 
coveréd way; yet they fill'd ap roo Paces of the French

before the Chappel, which was open’d again this Morn. 
ing. The Letters from Bruflells Aug. 30. Advife that 
they have been very much alarm’d in that City. 
upon the Enemies advaficing towards Ninove, whe 
pafs'd the Dender the 28th. in order to joyn the Duke 
of Berwich, who was come to Soignies :_ But as they 
marched another way their fears are difpell’d, and 
befides, they heurly expect.General Fagel with ten pa. 
tallions from Antwerp, that Genera] having march’d 
from Flanders as foon as he was inform’d the Enemies 
were decamp'd from Lovendegem. They have fent their 
Heavy Baggage to Newport, and left 20 Batallions un- 
der the Command of Count de La Mothe, for the fecy. 
rity of Bruges, Plaflendael and Ghent, which Place 
they are fortifying with all imaginable fpeed. That 
one of Our Parties has juft now brought Advice that 
the Dukes of burgundy and Berwick joyn’d together 
near Enghien, and that the Duke of Marlborough is 
encamp'd from Leffines to Aeth, along the Dender,and 
that Prince Eugene, and the Hereditary Prince of Heffe 
Caffell, are arrived in the Grand Army with 800 
Horfe. And ‘tis taid likewife, the Enemy began thetr 
March thisMorning about 1a Clock, direétly towards 
the Allies; fo that fhortly we may expect to hear ot a 
Battle. The French are {uperior in Foor, by reafon the 
great Detachments the Allies have been forc’d to make 
for this City and Antwerp. The Letters from Oftend 
Sept. 3d. Give an account, that the French Armies be. 
ing joynd, and marching towards Tournay, the Duke 
of Marlborouch repais d the Scheld, and being joyn’d by 
Prince Eugene with all his Cavalry encamp’d the 3:1t 
of Aug. at Templeuve. The French pais’ the Scheld 
at Tournay the fame day, whereupon His Grace march. 
ed the sft of Sept. toPont aTreffin on the Marque,where 
he was encamp’d when thele Lettes came away. The 
Fiench are in fight ot our Army, which makes People 
believe there will be an Aétion. Which concludes this 
hom Your, @e.
